As was shown in the paper last 
week, many students had problems 
collecting their money/refunds for the 
newly incorporated SHOW/POPA 
program. Students were promised a 
10% refund for every student they 
mentored this year, up to a maximum 
often students. The only problem this 
year was that many of the students 
who signed up did not receive the 
money they were promised. 

In it's first year, the SHOW 
Program had an overwhelming 
amount of upperyear students sign on 
as mentors. 141 students signed up to 
not only help first year students, but 
to also receive anywhere from $300 - 
$4000 in tuition refunds. Surprisingly, 
out of the 141 sponsors, 35 of them 
were OSAP recipients. It was the 
OSAP recipients who had the prob- 
lem collecting their refunds. 

Refunds were given to every 
student who partic ipated in the SHOW 
Program, but the students who were 
on OSAP got a surprise in the mail.

How It Affects Your OSAP 



Instead of a cheque, as they were 
promised by the SHOW Program, 
they received a letter stating: 

"In recognition of your par- 
ticipation in the SHOW program, 
Laurentian has given you a reduction 
in tuition fees. Those who have paid 
their fees in full and are not in receipt 
of OSAP funding will receive a 
cheque." For most OSAP students 
this came as a shock. The letter went 
on to state, "The refund for those 
whose tuition credit results in an over 
award will be sent to the bank in 
order to reduce outstanding loans." 
This is where the major confusion 
started. 

Last year, when the sponsors 
were sent their packages outlining 
the rules and regulations of the SHOW 
Program, no where did it ever state 
that a person in receipt of OSAP 
would not get their refund directly. 

On the "Frequently Asked 
Questions Concerning OSAP" 
handout, students were told "any re- 
duction in your tuition may reduce 
your OSAP entitlement... and if it is 



determined that you received more 
than you are entitled to, the amount 
of the overpayment will be deducted 
from your loans." It then went on to 
explain four ways in which the de- 
duction will be made, but not a single 
one states that a person's refund, while 
on OSAP, will be sent to their finan- 
cial institution as an OSAP payment. 

Most students believed that 
this meant that the amount they were 
to receive as a refund would affect 
their OSAP by lowering what they 
receive, and not to be used as a pay- 
ment. Many students even called the 
SHOW Program, including myself, 
and was assured that cheques were 
being sent out to every SHOW par- 
ticipant. Never were the students 
warned about the OSAP payments. 

After sending a letter of com- 
plaint and inquiry to many depart- 
ments of the school, Lambda has 
finally obtained exactly why the stu- 
dent's money was used in a payment 
fashion. In the OSAP Application 
Forms that all OSAP students filled 
out and signed, there is a clause in the 



Applicant's Declaration section that 
states "I acknowledge and agree that 
the educational institution must for- 
ward the full amount of any refund of 
fees to the lending institution that 
holds my student loan(s) for credit 
against such loan(s)'\ Since this is 
part of the OSAP contract, the refund 
had to be sent to the banks, but the 
SHOW participants were not warned 
of this by the SHOW Program. They 
were warned that SHOW would af- 
fect their loans, but never specifi- 
cally told of the payment. 

Many levels of administration 
here at Laurentian have used thisto 
back up their reasoning, but to those 
35 OS AP students it still doesn ' t make 
things right. The whole problem could 
have been avoided if the SHOW forms 
stated directly 'If you are in receipt of 
an OSAP loan, your tuition refund 
will, and must be sent to your finan- 
cial institution as a loan payment' , 
but it doesn't. The fact that this 
clause is in the OSAP forms does not 
help much as most students don't 
even connect anything from the two 



contracts (OSAP and SHOW) when 
filling them out. 

The benefit of the SHOW pro 
gram is still evident and many stu- 
dents received refunds for SHO Wing 
approximately 490 new students 
around. It was just those on OSAP 
who did not benefit as refunds may 
have only covered what would be 
forgiven in the future. I myself did 
benefit as I received a Millennium 
Scholarship and my SHOW refund, 
but without the Millennium Scholar- 
ship, the SHOW benefits would have 
been useless. 

A meeting has been arranged 
between the university, Lambda and 
the Student Associations to try and 
remedy this situation this week. Hope- 
fully the forms will be changed so 
students will know exactly what they 
are getting themselves into. As it 
stands right now though, SHOW will 
only benefit those whodon't need the 
money as much as those on assist- 
ance already. 






Diane Marleau Visits Laurentian Campus 
to Discuss Federal Budget

Last week, the federal gov- 
ernment announced its 2000-2001 
budget, the first of the new millen- 
nium. Highlights of the budget in- 
clude a five-year plan to cut core 
taxes and reduce personal income 
taxes by $58 billion. There was also 
an expressed initiative to spend $4. 1 
billion over the next few years to 
promote research, technology, and 
infrastructure. 

Another important aspect of 
the federal budget was a $2.5 billion 
increase in the Canada Health and 
Social Transfer (CHST) to fund post- 
secondary education and health care. 
The additional funding will raise the 
total CHST transfer to an all-time 
high of almost $31 billion in 2000- 
2001. 

However, Michael Conlon, 
President of the Canadian Federation 
of Students has stated that the budget 
"does nothing to stem the tide of 
declining quality and increasing fees 
faced by college and university stu- 
dents." Conlon further criticized the 
proposed tax cut adding, "It is outra- 
geous that this government is cutting 



taxes for the wealthy while many 
poor and middle income Canadians 
are graduating from university 
$30,000 or $40,000 in debt." 

One important concession 
granted to university students was an 
increase in the non-taxable allow- 
ance for scholarships, from $500 to 
$3000. This reform prevents the Mil- 
lennium Scholarship from taxation, 
reducing the negative impact of the 
award. 

Before the budget was an- 
nounced, the CFS delivered a peti- 
tion to the Prime Minister's office, 
with over 35,000 signatures demand- 
ing "restored federal spending on 
post-secondary education". February 
2, the Access 2000 campaign called 
for a restoration in transfer payments, 
a reduction in tuition fees, the imple- 
mentation of a national system of 
grants, and the establishment of na- 
tional standards for post-secondary 
education. 

The federal budget did not 
appear to address these demands. 
Consequently, Michael Conlon re- 
marked, "Paul Martin and the Liberal 
government have rejected the oppor- 
tunity to repair the damage they have 
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done to post-secondary education and 
in doing so ignored the priorities of 
Canadians." 

The Canadian Federation of 
Students is not the only educational 
group to criticize the budget. Ac- 
cording to the Canadian Consortium 
for Research (CCR), the 2000 budget 
inadequately addresses the 
underfunding of educational research. 
Although it recognizes the contribu- 
tions of the Canada Foundation for 
Innovation and 21st Century Chairs 
for Research Excellence (programs 
supported by the budget), the CCR 
views the announced increases in 
funding through the Canada Health 
and Social Transfer (CHST) as a 
"symbolic gesture". 

The CCR argues that the in- 
crease is a one-time infusion, ham- 
pering long-term planning. As well, 
the money spent through the CHST is 
divided between health, post-second- 
ary and social programs, and does not 
restore the cashflow to previous lev- 
els. Moreover, there is no guarantee 
that allocated funds will be used by 
provinces for post-secondary educa- 
tion. 

The CCR has announced that 
the lack of funding, particularly in 
the Social Sciences and Humanities 
Research Council (SSHRC), "seri- 
ously undermines Canada's entire re- 
search capacity, affecting students 
and researchers alike." It has also 
stated, "There are issues of national 
concern that cannot be properly ad- 
dressed by industry or the granting 
councils." 

On Tuesday, March 7, Sud- 
bury MP Diane Marleau visited the 
Laurentian campus to discuss the fed- 
eral budget. Marleau began her speech 
by giving a brief history of her politi- 
cal experience. She started as a repre- 
sentative at the municipal level at a 
time when Sudbury suffered nearly 
28% unemployment and high inter- 
est rates. Her goal in office was to 
improve Sudbury's economic pros- 



/ 
pects. 

In 1988, she was approached 
by the Liberal government to run for 
the "secure seat" of Sudbury. Marleau 
met the challenge and won. She served 
as a finance critic for the opposition, 
in an atmosphere of financial "gloom 
and doom" cast by the Conservative 
government in power. In 1 993, Diane 
Marleau was appointed Minister of 
Health. Since then, she has also 
headed Public Works, La 
Francophonie, and International Aid. 

Diane Marleau acknowledged 
that the liberal government made dra- 
matic cuts to all areas in order to 
control the deficit, but spoke highly 
.of the government's ability to meet 
its objectives earlier than anticipated. 
She attributed this phenomenon to 
Paul Martin's strategy of underesti- 
mating figures. 

In this budget, a surplus of 
funds has been designated for social 
programs, including education. In 
particular, Marleau called attention 
to the federal government's initia- 
tives to make the interest on student 
loans tax-deductible, to encourage 
student employment, and to spend $3 
billion for research on strategies for 
student and university assistance. 

After Marleau's introduction, 
the floor was opened to questions 
from the small audience. One attend- 
ant asked Marleau for assurances that 
the money set aside for education 
will be adequately spent by the prov- 
inces. Marleau explained that trans- 
fer payments were complicated by 
the fact that provinces exercise the 
exclusive right to administer educa- 
tion. She also stated that the federal 
government has pledged consider- 
able funds for education, but the 
prevalent ideologies of the provinces 
do not view education as important. 

Another member of the audi- 
ence asked Marleau to comment on 
the importance of reducing the defi- 
cit. Marleau responded with an anec- 
dote from her earlier experiences in 



municipal government. When she 
sought to balance the budget in this 
case, someone reminded her that she 
must take precautions not to "kill us" 
in the process. A balanced budget is 
important, but so is redistributing in- 
come to ensure social prosperity and 
the empowerment of people who have 
no voice. 

On this note, the floor was 
turned to Todd Bosak, Vice-Presi- 
dent of Student Issues. Boask em- 
phasized the need to establish a dia- 
logue with the federal government to 
address student needs. He expressed 
his hopes that Marleau and the fed- 
eral government would ally students 
in their fight against provincial mis- 
management of education. 

Bosak proposed the imple- 
mentation of a "National Standards 
Act" for education, similar to the 
Canada Health Act, which stipulates 
transfer to provinces to ensure that 
provinces meet federal standards. 

Marleau responded to the pro- 
posal by pointing out that the Canada 
Health Act is unpopular with prov- 
inces, making it difficult to enforce. 
In fact, the Auditor-General has criti- 
cized the federal government for not 
enforcing the Act. Marleau specu- 
lated that the implementation of a 
similar act regarding education would 
require mass support and would be 
particularly contestable to the prov- 
ince of Quebec, which adamantly 
protects its control of education. 

The forum concluded with 
Diane Marleau pledging her interest 
and support for student needs. She 
also affirmed her commitment to pres- 
sure governments, both federal and 
provincial, to meet these concerns. 
Marleau criticized provincial misap- 
propriation of federal funds and as- 
sured students of her support. The 
separation of powers in Canada has 
complicated federal initiatives, but 
Marleau expressed her intention to 
work with students to overcome this 
obstacle. 
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Blood Agency Visits Laurentian

Last Thursday afternoon, the 
Canadian Blood Services provided a 
blood donor clinic on campus; it was 
a big success. The agency collected 
45 units of blood, surpassing their 
target of 36. The only problem with 
the set-up was the long wait that 
caused some potential donors to leave. 

Liz Spooner, Clinic Co- 
ordinator, later explained that clinics 
are usually set up by appointment. 
This arrangement enables the agency 
to predict the number of donors that 
will attend, ensuring that the clinic 
can meet their needs. But the clinic at 
Laurentian was a "Walk-In" clinic, 
without appointments. 

Another factor leading to the 
long line-ups was the influx of do- 
nors at the Sudbury Blood Centre, 
which extended its normal mid-day 
clinic to the evening in order to col- 
lect more blood to correct the critical 
shortages the region has experienced. 

Liz Spooner accounted for the 
blood crisis in the following state- 
ment: "On Wednesday, March 1 , the 
Sudbury Blood Centre went with a 
Media Appeal throughout Northeast- 
ern Ontario, asking all healthy, eligi- 



ble blood donors to donate blood 
because the blood supply was now at 
the lowest it had been in 3 years - 
many regular donors were unable to 
donate due to a severe flu epidemic 
this winter. Blood is currently being 
restricted toemergency surgeriesonly 
- elective surgeries are being can- 
celled until blood supplies are re- 
plenished." 

Last Thursday 's clinic marked 
the first campus visit by the Canadian 
Blood Services, the new blood agency 
that took over the responsibilities for 
blood collection from the Red Cross 
in September 1998. Its mandate was 
"a smooth changeover that maintains 
the loyalty of blood donors and vol- 
unteers, stabilizes the blood supply 
and restores public confidence in the 
blood system." 

To meet its objectives, the 
Canadian Blood Services has ex- 
pressed its value in safety. The or- 
ganization has ensured, "Every unit 
of blood collected by CBS will be 
tested to ensure that it meets or ex- 
ceeds all relevant or international 
safety standards. " It also affirms, "our 
sole mission is to ensure a safe and 
secure supply of blood, blood prod- 



ucts, and alternatives for Canadians." 
The Canadian Blood Services 
has established a presence on campus 
gradually. Last year, there was no 
clinic; this year, there were a number 
of "What's Your Blood Type?" 
booths set up during the year. Thurs- 
day 's clinic was the first in nearly 
two years. 

There was talk of establishing 
incentives and competitions for the 
clinic, but campus organizers decided 
that this first clinic should be treated 
as a pilot project instead. Consider- 
ing the interest expressed on campus, 
efforts have been made to establish 
mini-clinics at Laurentian on a regu- 
lar basis. 

The Canadian Blood Services 
is always in need of volunteers and 
donors. In particular, volunteers are 
required to run the clinics on campus. 
There is a constant need for blood 
donations as well. According to the 
agency, "Every pint of blood helps 
up to 4 individuals in their recovery 
to good health." Students interested 
in assisting the Canadian Blood Serv- 
ices are asked to contact Blood Do- 
nor Recruitment at 674-4003. 



SGA Candidates Speak to Students

On Monday, March 6, be- 
tween 11 :30 am and 12:00 pm, presi- 
dential candidates for the upcoming 
SGA. elections spoke to attendants 
gathered at the Great Hall. Candi- 
dates had to bear the disruption and 
disinterest of students eating lunch at 
the time, while delivering their 
speeches. 

The two acclaimed Vice- 
Presidents, Johanna McClelland ( VP 
Student Services) and Sarah Dean 
(VP Student Issues), as well as Sena- 
tor Kerry McCallum, just before she 
announced her resignation, were the 
first to discuss their goals as student 
representatives. 

McCallum expressed her in- 
tent to make student concerns visible 
on the Senate. McClelland affirmed 
her eagerness for implementing new 
ideas. Sarah Dean stated that she 



wanted to see "100% participation" 
in student protests, and shared her 
initiative to accommodate students 
to ensure that their grievances are 
voiced at an appropriate comfort level. 

Denise Thompson, a repre- 
sentative of WUSC, was also on hand 
to entice students to support the ref- 
erendum question that asked voters 
to approve a tuition increase of $ 1 to 
support refugees. The money would 
be used to provide food, clothing, 
and accommodation. Thompson 
stated, "Refugees don't come to Lau- 
rentian for a better life, they come for 
life." 

The remainder of the time was 
allocated to presidential candidates 
Peggy Sue Sacks and Patrick Leach. 
Sacks stressed her desire to work 
closely with students, pledging that 
her "door will always be open". She 
also expressed her interest in promot- 



ing local bands, services, and media. 

Patrick Leach, provided a list 
of grievances he intended to address 
as president. These points include 
tuition, financial aid, services, and 
administration. Leach claimed that 
his list was derived from contact with 
many students, both on and off cam- 
pus. 

At the end of the speeches, 
there was only one question posed. 
Candidates were asked, "How do you 
plan to reach off-campus voters?" 
Sacks mentioned campus media, 
signs, and speeches to attract these 
voters; Leach reiterated these facili- 
ties and added that he has established 
personal contacts with some off-cam- 
pus students. 

The ceremony closed with a 
reminder to participate in the elec- 
tions, scheduled for March 8th and 
9th, 2000. 



Laurentian Mining Engineering 
Professor Receives National Award 



Dr. Peter K. Kaiser, President 
and Executive Director of Lauren- 
tian University 's Mining Innovation, 
Rehabilitation and Applied Research 
Corporation (MIRARCo), was re- 
cently selected by the Engineering 
Institute (EIC) to be designated a 
Fellow of the Institute. He will be 
recognized at the EIC's annual hon- 
ours and awards banquet to be held at 
the National Arts Club Centre in Ot- 
tawa, on March 6. Dr. Kaiser's ap- 
pointment as Fellow of EIC is an 
important achievement. Only up to 
20 Fellows may be recognized each 
year among 35,000 members of Cana- 
da's engineering technical societies 
associated with the EIC. Felllows are 
identified for their excellence in en- 
gineering and their outstanding serv- 
ice to the engineering profession in 
Canada. 

As President of MIRARCo, 



Dr. Kaiser is spearheading ongoing 
efforts to promote sustainable min- 
ing and economic development in 
Northern Ontario. The research cen- 
tre seeks to assist the mining industry 
solve strategic problems that will 
make the industry more competitive, 
stimulate regional development, and 
serve as a model for tomorrow's 
knowledge-based industrial sectors. 

A professor of Mining Engi- 
neering at Laurentian University since 
1987, Dr. Kaiser holds the Chair for 
Rock Engineering and Ground Con- 
trol, and is the Director of 
Geomechanics Research Centre. Spe- 
cialized in applied research for min- 
ing, his particular interests lie in 
geomechanics, tunnelling, and appli- 
cations of new technologies to min- 
ing operations in order to increase 
safety and productivity. 

Dr. Kaiser brings extensive 



experience from both the industrial 
and academic sectors as he has served 
as consultant for numerous consult- 
ing engineers, mines, and public agen- 
cies. He is author of over 1 50 techni- 
cal and scientific publications in the 
field of geomechanics, tunelling, and 
mine design. 

Dr. Kaiser has already re- 
ceived numerous honours and awards 
such as the 1 993 Laurentian Univer- 
sity Research Excellence Award, the 
1 994 J. A. Franklin Award from the 
Geotechnical Society of Canada, the 
1993 Schulmberger Lecture Award 
for Excellence in Rock Mechanics, 
and the 1991 Canadian Institute of 
Mining and Metallurgy Distinguished 
Service Award. He also received an 
honourary Professorship in Mining 
Engineering from the Northeastern 
University Shenyang, P. R. China in 
1997.

Sprang Thang 2000 

On Monday, March 13 and Friday, March 17, Laurentian Univer- 
sity will host its annual March Break Programs. Secondary school 
students interested in learning more about Laurentian are welcome to 
come for campus and residence tours, meet with Liaison staff, and talk 
to professors in their areas of interest. The March 13 "Sprang Thang 
2000" session will be held in English, while the one presented on March 
17, entitled "Fievre du Pringtemps 2000", will be in French. 

"Sprang Thang 2000" will enable secondary school students 
from all parts of Ontario to gain valuable information about Laurentian 
University. During this day of information, which will run from 9 am to 
4 pm, Laurentian representatives will offer survival tips for parents and 
students. There will also be an info fair on student services, mini- 
lectures, visits to academic departments, and a free lunch. Campus tours 
will also be available through Liaison Services during the entire March 
Break (March 13-17). 

As explained by Dr. Jean Watters, President of Laurentian 
University, "Sprang Thang 2000 will enable students, who are consid- 
ering our University, to obtain as much information as possible about 
Laurentian. Our goal is to address their concerns, provide them with 
information on our many programs and services, and convince them that 
Laurentian is the best possible choice." 

Last year, 300 OAC students and guests, mainly from outside the 
Sudbury area, took part in Laurentian's March Break program. The 
value of this activity is reflected in the fact that 70% of participating 
students registered at Laurentian University in September 1999. 

Increase in Secondary School Applications to 1.1 

According to recently released numbers by the Ontario Univer- 
sities' Application Centre, Laurentian University may benefit from a 
sizeable increase in first-year enrollment during the 2000-2001 aca- 
demic year. The numbers collected by the Ontario Universities' Appli- 
cation Centre indicate that a greater number of secondary school 
students have applied to pursue their studies at the university level at 
Laurentian. 

As of February 3, the number of students choosing Laurentian 
University as their first university choice increased by 1 2.5% from last 
year, while those marking Laurentian as their second choice increased 
by 7.3%, and third choice applications decreased by 5.9%. These 
numbers are above the provincial average as applications from second- 
ary schools across the province for the 2000-2001 academic year has 
increased by 2.5% from 1999-2000. 

As indicated by Laurentian President Dr. Jean Watters, these 
preliminary numbers are very encouraging since the University has seen 
the number of its first- year students increase by 8% during the 1 999- 
2000 academic year. This sizeable increase halted a seven-year decline 
in first-year enrolment at Laurentian. 

"Our success in attracting more students can be linked to various 
initiatives that seek to make Laurentian the most innovative university 
in Ontario by 2003 and the first wireless post-secondary institution in the 
world," said Dr. Watters. "Students across the province are recognizing 
the value of Laurentian, wish to benefit from our quality programs, and 
are attracted by our personal approach to education and learning." 

The Laurentian University Millennium Leadership Awards were 
also launched in the last year. Valued at $ 1 ,000 each, they are awarded 
to students entering the University directly from secondary school who 
distinguished themselves in their school or community through their 
leadership qualities.

•You Call That a Budget?"

On Monday, February 28th, the Federal Government presented its 
latest budget. As a lead up to the budget, and during the budget presentation 
itself, the government stated that they were dealing with the surplus on hand 
by addressing the issue of tax relief as well as addressing the issue of 
underfunding Canada's social programs (post secondary education being 
one of them). 

To provide a bit of background, the Federal government changed the 
way monies for education, health and other social programs were given out 
in 1995. Instead of funding different issues separately, money was given as 
one lump sum. When this happened the total amount of money transferred 
was lowered by billions of dollars. It was hoped that now that a surplus exists, 
the government was going to reinvest at least some of this money. Did they? 
Well, that depends on what you define "some" to mean. 

In reality, the government reinvested (a one time only payment) 2.5 
billion dollars over four years. So in reality, 650 million a year to go back in 
for education and health, to replace a sum that some claim is as much as 12 
billion yearly. 

This investment compares to over 50 billion dollars in tax cuts that 
was part of the budget. Does this sound like a fair compromise to you? While 
this is horrifying, it should be noted that income tax rules changed to allow 
a student to have up to 3 thousand dollars in bursaries or scholarships without 
having to claim them on income tax. The SGA and the CFS have asked for 
this for awhile and I am glad that it finally happened. For one, this measure 
makes the fairly useless Millennium Scholarship slightly less pointless. 

To sum up, the budget contained small victories, but for the most part, 
it ignored us as students.

read up on some of the more influen- 
tial and important women to ever 
have walked the Earth. Let me tell 
you it was easier said then done. 
There are TONS of biographies out 
there, and every single one on a fe- 
male that had some sociological im- 
pact, no matter how trivial it may 
seem. So here's a quick little sum- 
mary on those I found to be the most 
worth mentioning, not meaning that 
theothersaren't.butlpersonally like 
these the best: 

Queen Anne of England - 
When Anne took the throne in 1702 
she was immediately faced with the 
on-going dispute with France over 
who would be proclaiming the next 
king of Spain. However 2 months 
into her reign it turned into an all out 
war between England and France, 
with England being the eventual vic- 
tor, and becoming a predominant Eu- 
ropean force. Also she was the one 
who united England and Scotland in 
1707 to create Great Britain, ending 
Scotland's existence as an independ- 
ent country. 

Joan of Arc - In 1 429 Joan of 
Arc came out of nowhere, leading 
French soldiers in the Battle of Orle- 
ans, and being victorious, leading to 



the crowning of Charles VII despite 
England's wishes. However, she 
didn't agree with most of Charles' 
political agenda with the English, 
and continued to fight in wars, lead- 
ing to her capture and subsequent 
selling to the English. Embarrassed 
by her success against them in battle, 
they accused her of witchcraft, which 
she denied, and eventually was 
burned at the stake. 

Sarah Miriam Peale - Sarah 
is known mainly as one of the first 
professional female painters. Hav- 
ing painted for over 60 years during 
the 19th century, she never married 
and totally supported herself through 
her art despite what those around her 
said. Her father's encouragement 
and his views about the progression 
of women in society caused her to 
lead such a life. Coming from a long 
family line of artists, she was very 
successful, with many of her pieces 
still on display in museums and gal- 
leries. 

Lady Godiva - Lady Godiva 
would constantly complain to her 
husband about lowering the taxes in 
the city. Her efforts were to no avail. 
Until one day when he made a ludi- 
crous offer if she would ride naked 
through the town on horseback, he 
would lower the taxes. Imagine his 
surprise when, one day she did just 
that. Her husband kept his word, and 
eliminated all but one tax in the city, 
which had already been there before 
he took over. 

Simone de Beauvoir - A 
French philosopher and novelist, she 
published in 1 949 a book entitled The 
Second Sex, which some say to be an 
early bout of feminism. In the book-, 
she tried to determine how being bom 
female affected her life, and she en- 
capsulated social expectations for 
women in one statement: "One is not 
born a woman, one becomes one."

Still, today, some people have 
some twisted misconceptions about 
what feminism really means. I can 
think of many stereotypes and false 
ideas about feminism but I'd rather 
inform you of who feminists are, 
what they do and what feminism is 
really about. A feminist can come 
from many social groups. She may 
be of any marital status, race, sexual 
orientation, religion, social class, have 
different levels of abilities and may 
have various life experiences. 

Feminism has existed for 
many decades for the main purpose 
of speaking out against injustices to 
women and making steps to bring 
about change. A quote from Patricia 
Ireland states; "Feminism is the radi- 
cal notion that women are people". 
Feminism is about women striving to 
be treated fairly, not to dominate and 
oppress men. Because women can 
also be victims of discrimination by 
belonging to other social groups, 
feminists are also involved in move- 
ments against other types of oppres- 



sion such as racism, homophobia, 
poverty, etc. 

Throughout the years, women 
have fought many battles. They got 
the right to vote and the privilege to 
finally be recognized as people, but it 
doesn't end there. The reason femi- 
nism still exists today is because there 
are still many injustices inflicted upon 
women: 

- they are still discriminated against 
in the work force 

- they are still raped 

- they are still sexually harassed 

- they are still being beaten by their 
partners 

- their work in the home still isn't 
recognized 

- they still have to torture their bodies 
just to satisfy societal definitions of 
beauty 

- they still have to fight to get child 
support 

- they are still unequally represented 
in politics and high power/ status 
positions 



- they still don't have easy access to 
child care 

- they still bear more responsibility 
for pregnancy and contraception, but 
it takes two to tango 

- they still endure the double day, 
eight hours of work, eight hours of 
housework 

- they are still targets of sick jokes 

- they are still given the message that 
signs of ageing must be hidden 

- they are still exploited by feminine 
hygiene product companies 

- they are still some of the poorest 
citizens 

- they are still blamed for being vic- 
tims 

- many of their services are being cut, 
etc. 

To recap, we still need femi- 
nism. Silence means assent and no 
one else is going to defend women's 
interests. Women may have won 
some battles but injustices against 
them still occur in most spheres of 
their lives.

I hate Tampax. And Kotex.

I even hate O.B. Tampons, and every 
other brand-name of mass-marketed, 
landfill-clogging menstrual products 
with their stupid commercials and 
oh-so-tactful blue liquid to demon- 
strate the superiority of their product. 
Oooh, what amazing absorbent pow- 
ers! Especially with that nice 
"deoderizing" option that plays on 
the furtive fear that a menstruating 
woman is smelly and unclean. Don't 
let anyone know that you're at "that" 
period of your cycle, and be sure to 
deoderize just in case. 

I hate perfumes, deoderizers 
and the chlorine included in tam- 
pons. Oops, didn't know that? Oh 
yes, it's true. Unless it's labelled 
"100% natural" or something of the 
sort, mainstream tampons have chlo- 
rine in them and this is a known 
carcinogen.

The Keeper Menstrual Cap is 
a little bell-shaped rubber thing with 
a stem that you insert like a tampon. 
And when it's full you just empty it 
out, rinse it and reuse it. It's very 
economical because you can keep 
the same one for about 1 years. The 
initial price stings (almost $60 in- 
cluding tax and shipping), but think 
about how much you spend in a year 
(or even half a year) on pads and 
tampons. At almost 5$ a bag for 
landfill clogging, chemically treated, 
disposable products, you'll be saving 
a lot of money with a reusable alter- 
native. And if you really don't like it, 
you can return it to the company you 
ordered it from (see the end of the 
article) for a refund, and you get three 
cycles to try it and decide.

Over 1 40 years ago, one of the 
first organized actions by women took 
place in a textile factory in New York. 
Women employees stood up in the 
face of low wages, long working 
hours, and inhumane working condi- 
tions. Fifty-three years later, on Au- 
gust 10th in Copenhagen, the Wom- 
en's Socialist International Comittee 
decided to commemmorate the strike 
by observing an annual women' s day. 

In 1975, during International 
Women's Year, the United Nations 
began recognizing International 
Women's Day. Two years later, the 
General Assembly adopted a resolu- 
tion proclaiming a United Nations 
Day for women's rights that would 
be observed on a date to be chosen by 
each member state. 

The purpose for this day, as 
cited from the U.N., is "to recognize 
the fact that securing peace and so- 
cial progress and the full enjoyment 
of human rights and fundamental 
freedoms require the active partici- 
pation, equality, and the development 
of women and to acknowledge the 
contribution of women to the strength- 
ening of international peace and se- 
curity." Well, how about that? 

How generous of those peo- 
ple at the U.N. for giving an entire 
day to the recognition of half the 
planet's population. In my opinion, 
the celebration should last longer than 
a mere day, or even a week. In the 
first place, why should we have to put 
aside a week to recognize something 




that should be part of the common 
conscious? It is no secret that women 
have contributed a great deal to the 
advancement of the human race. It 
should come as a surprise to nobody 
that women are human beings who 
have had a major role in life. 

However, according to the 
U.N., nowhere in the world can 
women claim to have same rights and 
opportunities as men. They continue 
to be among the poorest: the majority 
of the world's 1.3 billion absolute 
poor are women. Three-quarters of 
women over 25 in much of Africa and 
Asia are illiterate. On the average, 
women receive between 30 and 40 
percent less pay than men who do the 
same work. Everywhere, women con- 
tinue to be victims of violence, with 
rape and domestic violence listed as 
significant causes of disability and 
death among women of reproductive 
age worldwide. 



I think, if anything, Interna- 
tional Women's Week should seek to 
highlight these facts. The week should 
serve as a venue to bring about change 
and equality. As a man, it is hard to 
see just how these facts are true. I 
mean, I'm young, I live in a democ- 
racy where I work and go to school 
with womenJ learn and receive medi- 
cal care from women. Everywhere I 
look, women are rightfully treated as 
equals. But, I guess my perspective 
is a little skewed. I guess there are 
things that I don't see and I don't 
know. I guess I take my manhood for 
granted. 

If, today, women are still per- 
secuted at the hands of men, I apolo- 
gize on behalf of my gender. Not that 
it means much or that it should make 
up for centuries of mistreatment, but 
to serve as an example of how not all 
men wish such treatment. I can offer 
nothing more than that and perhaps a 
re-evaluation of our own observa- 
tions and actions. 

I sincerely hope that this world 
in which I live does indeed exist. 
Hopefully, in this world, women are 
treated equally to me and have the 
same opportunities that I do. This is 
International Women's Week and it 
is a time to ponder the position of 
women in our society. But, in doing 
so, we must remember to celebrate 
the progress and achievements of 
women, a group of people who have 
contributed a great deal to my life and 
who I see as my equal in every possi- 
ble way.

Sarah McLachlan struck mar- 
keting gold when she thought up the 
idea of an all-female music festival, 
featuring the most popular female 
bands around North America. A com- 
bination of pop, folk, rock, country, 
punk, and everything in between hit 
the bill (the same bill, I might add) 
when Lilith Fair came to town. Over 
the past three years the shows have 
gotten bigger and the fans have 
traveled farther.

Every show was a sell- 
out, and spin-off paraphernalia, in- 
cluding annual compact discs of the 
live shows, virtually made Lilith Fair 
a household name. A number of bij 
name sponsors also made the festival 
an extremely popular event. Biore, 
Tommy Hilfiger, Volkswagen, and 
Levis are just a few of the corporates 
that have headed up the event over 
the past three years. 

So who is this Lilith girl any- 
way?

And now... a fan's take on the 
show. I made it to both the 1 998 and 
1999 summer shows at Toronto's 
Molson Amphitheatre, and managed 
to wrestle big scary ladies both years 
for the most prime grass seats avail- 
able. And I must say, I loved both 
shows. The 1998 Lilith Fair show 
was an enormous event in my fairly 
small life, as I was finally going to 
see my favourite singer m the whole 
world perform: Sarah. At the time, I 
was a devoted fan, one who had been 
around long before "Building a Mys- 
tery" and her short, funky haircut. So 
this was like, momentous. The entire 
day was great; it was really inspiring 
to see so many women at one single 
venue, all hyped up on girl- power 
and sunshine. The line up included 
Paula Cole, Emmylou Harris, Natalie 
Merchant and Sarah McLachlan on 
the main stage, all of which put on an 
extraordinary show.

The attitude of the 
crowd was a nice mixture of laid back 
ease, and undeniable joy. At any rate, 
after only one encounter of a bare- 
chested woman, and a number of 
gummi-bears and nachos, I watched 
Sarah perform for almost two hours 
of bliss.

The voyageurs won the 
OUA East Championship by defeat- 
ing the Queens Golden Gaels 70-58, 
while the Marauders upset the West- 
ern Mustangs by a score of 73-69. 
The Marauders were ranked seventh, 
while the Voyageurs were eighth prior 
to this weekends games. Both teams 
will surely move up the rankings af- 
ter their performances in the divi- 
sional championships. 

In the Eastern Championships, 
the Voyageurs defeated the Carleton 
Ravens 70-45 in one semi final match, 
while the Queens Golden Gaels upset 
the fourth ranked Ryerson Rams 73- 
69. The victory by Queens moved 
them into the championship game for 
the first time since 1988, and dealt 
Ryerson's national championship 
hopes a devastating blow. 

In the championship game, 
the Golden Gaels came out flat, while 
the Voyageurs, led by MVP Kevin 
Gordon, jumped to an early lead and 
never looked back. Gordon was im- 
pressive leading his team both offen- 



sively and defensively scoring 21 
points, 6 assists and 5 rebounds. The 
Golden Gaels could not handle 
Kevin's quickness which lead to open 
lay ups throughout the first half. 

"This was a total team effort," 
said Laurentian Head Coach Peter 
Campbell. "Advancing to the national 
championships is extra special for us 
this year. Our graduating players 
(Donglemans, Gordon and Biggs) 
have made such a significant contri- 
bution to this program and they de- 
serve to go to Halifax." 

The Golden Gaels found their 
long range shooting touch in the sec- 
ond half, but could not overcome the 
25 point half-time lead of Lauren- 
tian. With the victory, Laurentian ad- 
vances to the Wilson Cup final and 
the CIAU National Championship 
tournament in Halifax. 

The fans at Alumni Hall in 
London were left in a state of disbe- 
lief as the McMaster Marauders rolled 
into town and stole a victory in he 
OUA West Men's Basketball Final. 
Although McMaster jumped to an 
early lead, Western's Chris Brown 
and Micah Bourdeau gave the Ma- 
rauders all they could handle as the 



Mustangs built a 65-58 lead with less 
than five minutes remaining. After 
that, it was all McMaster outscoring 
Western 16-4 down the stretch. The 
late game heroics were provided by 
Steve Maga who nailed a huge three- 
pointer to give McMaster a one point 
lead, then knocked down a leaning 
bank shot to really put the pressure on 
the struggling Western squad. With 
the win, McMaster guarantees itself 
an eighth straight trip to the National 
Finals in Halifax, and Western must 
hope they can secure one of the two 
wild card berths to the big dance.

La semaine passee, nous 
avons fait etat de la situation actuelle 
avec le programme SHOW-POPA. 
Suite a la reception d'une lettre du 
programme, notre redacteur a pris 
conscience du fait que sa reduction 
des droits de scolarite allait etre 
verseedirectement a sa banque afin 
d'etre applique directementasadette.

Le Centre de reception des demandes d'admission aux universites 
de 1 ' Ontario a recemment public des cbiffres sur le nombre de demandes. 
Selon ces chiffres, I'Universite Laurentienne connaftra, en 2000-2001, 
une croissanceimportantedunombred'inscriptionsen premiere ann&.ce 
qui indique qu'un nombre plus eleve" d'eleves des ecoles secondaires ont 
choisi de poursuivre leurs eludes a la Laurentienne. 

Ainsi, au 3 f6vrier, le nombre d'eleves qui avail indique" 1 'University 
Laurentienne comme premier choix avait augmente de 12,5 % par rapport 
a Pan passe. 7,3 % en avaient fait leur deuxieme choix et 5,9 % avaient 
place la Laurentienne en troisieme place dans leurs choix d'universite. Au 
niveau provincial, le nombre d' inscriptions n'avait augmente que de 2^ 
% par rapport a 1 999-2000, faisant que I'Universite Laurentienne depasse 
la moyenne dans cette categoric 

Comme le nombre descriptions en premiere annee a augmente de 
1 8 % 1 'an passed , le recteur de la Laurentienne, le Dr Jean Waiters, trouve 
que ces chiffres preMiminaires sont tres encourageant Cette augmentation 
a mis fin a une baisse constante, depuis sept ans, du nombre d' inscriptions 
en premiere annee a la Laurentienne. 

« Notre reussite dans le recrutement d'etudiahts, a declare" M. 
Watters, est le resultat de diverses initiatives qui ont poilr but de faire de 
I'Universite Laurentienne Puniversite la plus innovatrice de P Ontario 
d'ici 2003 et le premier etablissement postsecondaire sans fils dans le 
monde. Les eleves de la province montrent qu'ils sont conscients de la 
valeur de la Laurentienne et qu'ils veulent b6n6ficier de la qualite de nos 
programmes. lis sont attites par notre maniere personnelle de traiter 
Penseignement et Papprentissage. » 

Dans un communique de presse envoye par la Laurentienne, on 
affirme que cette hausse d' inscriptions peut aussi etre attribuee au succSs 
de diverses initiatives de recrutement telles que le Programme d 'orientation, 
de parrainage et d'accueil (POPA) qui fait appel aux membres du corps 
etudiant de I'Universite pour qu'ils aident a recruter et a accueillir les 
nouveaux etudiants. En retour pour leur participation, les etudiants 
«parrains» jouissent d'une reduction de 1 % sur leurs droits de scolarite 
pour chaque etudiant qu'ils recrutent. On affirme, ggalement, que 
Pinstauration des Bourses du millenaire a eu, elle aussi, un impact. 

Cependant, plusieurs mettent en doute ces affirmations. Selon 
certains membres de PAGE, il n'existe aucune preuve positive ou negative 
en ce qui conceme l'efficacite du programme POPA. Aftn de connaitre 
son effet, dit-on, il faudrait interroger tous les participants du programme 
afin de sa voir si cec i a eu un effet sur leur choix de venir a la Laurentienne . 
Plusieurs etudiants qui y ont participe ont dit au Lambda qu'ils avaient 
deja pris la decision de venir a la Laurentienne avant d'etre parraind par 
quelqu'un. 



1 ' Education et de la Formation et s ' il 
determine que vous avez reccu plus 
que votre du, le surplus sera deduit de 
vos prets. » Pour beaucoup 
d'etudiants, ceci ne semble pas claire 
sur 1 'effet. On ne sait pas si ca parte 
d'une reduction des prochains prets 
ou de ce qui est arrive en realite. 

Jamie Wylie, president de 
PAGE, dit que son executif s'en est 
occup6 aussitot la situation tev616e. « 
Nous avons contacte Jacqueline 
Gauthier (Relations publiques) et 
Suzanne Brunette (Aide financiere) 
dansles24heures,ditil. Nous avons 
essay6 d'aller jusqu'au fond de cette 
histoire le plus vite possible. » 

« La lettre que la Laurentienne 
a envoyee, dit Wylie, n'a peut-etre 
pas ete aussi claire qu'elle aurait du 
l'etre. Ceci a entraine une situation 
facheuse a cause d'un erreur que 
quelqu'un aurait du deceler. » 

Selon les statistiques recueillis 
par le bureau d'Aide financiere, 141 
etudiants ont participe a ce pro- 
gramme, dont 35 sur RAFEO. Deces 



35 etudiants, environ 1 1 personnes 
ne verront aucun benefice de la 
reduction des droits, ceci etant 
absortte par 1 'exoneration accordee 
par le gouvernement. Les 24 autres 
verront leur dettes reduite d'un 
montant egale parce que leur niveau 
d'endettement etait ddja interieur au 
7 000 $, souvent grace a la reception 
d'une bourse du miltenaire. 

Suzanne Brunette, du bureau 
d'Aide financiere, a affirme qu'il ne 
s'agissait pas d'une decision prise 
par I'Universite. « II s'agit d'une 
obligation, dit-elle. C'est bien re- 
grettable que les etudiants n ' aient pas 
6te au courant, mais cela fait partie 
d'une verification fait par RAFEO 
chaque ann£e. » 

Aujourd'hui, il va y avoir une 
rencontre de toutes les personnes 
concentees, dont des representants 
du bureau du Recteur, des deux asso- 
ciations etudiantes, des relations 
publiques, de Paide financiere ainsi 
que des employes du Lambda.

Reindeer Games

Rudy Duncan (Ben Affleck) 

is three days away from being re- 
leased from prison. He'salmostdone 
doing five years for carjacking, fully 
reformed. He's giving up the life of 
a criminal to spend time at home with 
his family and to drink hot chocolate. 
But things don't quite turn out that 
way (because if they did noone would 
go see it would they?). His cellmate 
and best friend Nick, who is sup- 
posed to be released the same day as 
Rudy, is killed in a prison riot. Nick 
had been corresponding with a 
woman he fell in love with named 
Ashley (Charlize Theron) and was 
planning to meet her as he was being 
released. ButsinceNickwasn'tthere 
to meet her and Rudy knew every- 
thing about Ashley through his 
cellmate, Rudy decides to pretend to 
be Nick. Things get even more con- 
voluted when Ashley's brother 
Gabriel (Gary Sinise) interferes and 
forces the happy couple to help him 
and his trucker buddies to pull off a 
robbery at a casino Nick worked se- 
curity for. This is the setup for John 
Frankenheimer's Reindeer Games. 
Three words: Typical action 
flick. Reindeer Games offers abso- 
lutely nothing new, and seems to be 
put together from elements from any 
of a dozen other better action thrill- 
ers. The plot twists and turns, but not 
in any way that's surprising or even 
interesting. The characters were one- 
dimensional and as unoriginal as the 
plot. The slight comedic spin that 
comes with this type of movie is 




made up mostly of goofy one-liners. 
Aside from the odd chuckle, the 
humor flops, but I suppose that's to 
be expected. 

Considering how unoriginal 
the script is, I'm kind of surprised 
they got this many stars for Reindeer 
Games (not that three is a big number 
of stars, nor are they really big stars, 
but it's a lot for this particular movie). 
Gary Sinise's role was disappoint- 
ing because not only did he play the 
bad guy AGAIN as he does in all his 
movies, but Gabriel wasn't even an 
interesting or menacing villain. He 
was just a dopey gunrunner who was 
sick of driving trucks for a living. If 
Sinise is going to be the antagonist, 
don't cast him as a grunt because he 's 
proven in previous movies that he 
can play great villains. Charlize 
Theron didn't have much to do. Sure, 
her character was vital to the devel- 




opment and thickening of the plot, 
but overall she was pretty dull. Fi- 
nally we have Ben Affleck. Person- 
ally, I've never found his acting the 
least bit convincing. Granted, one 
doesn't need to be a great actor to star 
in an action thriller, but I wouldn't 
have figured Affleck to be an action 
hero. Despite my preconceptions 
however, he did a better job than I 
thought he would. 

My last beef with Reindeer 
Games is its timing. Why is it that a 
movie with such an obvious Xmas 
title and theme gets released in the 
closing days of February two months 
after the Yuletide season is over? It 
was more than likely some delay in 
the production, unless for some odd 
reason a February release was part of 
the plan all along. In either case, I had 
the feeling of watching a rental on a 
big screen rather than a movie that 
hasn't even been out for two weeks. 
Nothing against the movie itself, just 
a peeve Icouldn'tlet pass by without 
commenting on it. 

Although this review is mostly 
negative, Reindeer Games isn't re- 
ally that bad for the kind of film it is. 
It's just your average movie about 
pulling off one robbery with some 
none-too-shocking-twists along the 
way. Two months from now no one 
will remember it. If you do decide to 
go see it, just watch out for the horrid, 
horrid ending. I won't give it away, 
but it's so disgustingly out of place 
that it almost made me wretch. Aside 
from that, it's a mildly entertaining 
experience at best. For myself, the 
highlight was seeing the trailer for 
the upcoming X-Men movie on the 
big screen. Ifthatwon'tdoitforyou 
and you're not an action movie fan, 
then I suggest either waiting to rent it 
or letting it pass by altogether.
